In  accordance  with  circular  5/70  (Wales)  I have  much  pleasure  in 
presenting  for  your  consideration  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  in  your  Borough  for  1969* 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1947  SECTION  47. 

This  section  deals  with  the  removal  from  their  homes  of  people 
mostly  elderly  who  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  who  are 
unable  to  look  after  themselves  and  are  not  receiving  help  from  any 
one  else.  This  action  is  taken  only  after  much  consideration  and 
with  the  approval  of  the  general  practitioner  and  when  the  person  in 
question  refuses  all  offers  of  help. 

I have  never  had  to  go  to  court  in  this  borough  for  such 
an  order  although  on  severl  occasions  I have  been  pressed  to  do  so, 
but  invariably  with  the  help  of  home  helpt%  and  the  health  visitor  and 
the  district  nurse,  we  have  been  able  to  avoid  this  action. 

However  towards  the  end  of  1969  the  plight  of  one  such  person 
gave  me  much  concern.  She  is  certainly  living  in  unhygienic-  conditions, 
but  does  receive  help  of  a sort  and  her  doctor  and  myself  felt  that  her 
personality  was  such  that  we  could  not  take  such  action. 

I am  sure  most  elderly  people  prefer  to  be  ihdependent  and 
communal  living  is  not  attractive  to  many  of  them. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Water  supplies  in  the  Borough  are  the  responsibility  of  the 
Montgomeryshire  Water  Board. 

During  the  year  ended  March,  1969  15  connections  to  the  mains  were 
made  - of  these  5 were  metered  and  10  unmetered. 

All  the'water  samples  taken  by  the  public  health  inspector  were 
satisfactory,  the  water  supply  was  adequate. 


SEWERAGE. 


Throughout  the  year  there  were  prolonged  negotiations  with  the 
Cambrian  Mill  with  frequent  sampling  and  examination  of  the  effluent 
from  the  Mill  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  a trade  waste  agreement  was 
made  with  the  exception  of  the  limits  of  toxic  materials.  This  matter 
was  referred  to  the  River  Board  but  was  never  resolved. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  the  Mill  has  changed  hands,  has 
ceased  production  and  is  unlikely  to  resume  work  in  the  leather  trade. 

It  is  now  to  be  hoped  that  1970  will  see  some  real  progress  in  a 
new  sewerage  disposal  works  and  improvement  to  the  main  drainage  system 
in  the  town. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION. 


' 


Uu.9  bo  the  implementation  of  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  the  pattern  of 
refuse  collection  and  disposal  has  changed. 

The  collection  has  been  increased  from  3 to  4 half  days  a week 
arid  the  number  of  journeys  to  the  tip  each  half  day  has  increased. 
Llanidloes  is  indeed  fortunate  in  not  having  an  urgent  disposal 
problem  indeed  it  is  estimated  that  the  tip  would  last  a further  5 “ 7 
years . 

The  volume  of  refuse  has  increased  by  20$.  The  Council  will  now 
collect  anything  - exceptional  articles  by  spocial  arrangements. 

HOUSING. 

The  building  of  9*  2 bedroomed  maisonettes  with  9 one  bedroomed 
flats  for  the  elderly  was  commenced  in  the  Church  Hall  grounds.  Detailed 
plans  for  8 flats  for  the  elderly  at  Aberynant  were  completed. 

Private  - house  building  - 9 were  starto&and  2 were  completed. 

There  were  6 applications  for  discretionary  grants,  including  an 
application  to  ocnvert  one  dwelling  into  two. 

One  standard  grant  was  made. 

Four  unfit  houses  were  demolished. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

There  wer  27  live  births  giving  a rate  of  13*7  per  1000  population 
compared  with  11*06  in  1968. 

The  national  rate  was  16.3.  Of  these  13  were  boys  and  14  girls. 
There  was  one  illegitimate  birth.  There  were  no  still  births,  no  home 
confinements  and  no  premature  births.  There  were  no  deaths  in  infants  in 
their  first  year  of  life. 

There  were  44  deaths  from  all  causes  at  all  ages  which  gives  a rate 
of  11*6  compared  with  the  national  average  of  11*9  . 9 of  these  deaths 

occured  in  the  Minhafren  Ward  and  27  deaths  occured  in  people  of  over  75 
years,  in  fact  there  were  deaths  in  females  aged  94  and  101  and  a male 

of  95. 

Malignant  disease  was  responsible  for  4 deaths,  2 of  these  being 
malignant  neoplasm  of  the  lungs.  16  deaths  were  due  to  some  foim  of 
heart  disease. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  co-operation  I have 
from  my  colleague  the  public  health  inspector  and  from  the  other  members 
of  the  Council's  staff.

Tho.  following  information  has  been  supplied  by  the  Montgomeryshire 
Water  Board  which  is  responsible  for  water  supplies  throughout 
all  the  districts. 

The  supplies  of  the  districts  concerned  have  generally  been 
satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

In  the  event  of  an  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  sample 
result  being  obtained  a check  is  made  to  ensure  that  an  adequate 
chlorine  residual  is  being  maintained  and  a further  sample  is 
taken  as  soon  as  possible.  All  new  mains  are  super  chlorinated,  flushed 
and  a satisfactory  sample  obtained  before  being  brought  into  service. 

Fluoride  contents  of  supplies  is  less  than  0*001  p.p.m, 

PH  correction  is  carried  out  where  necessary  and  there 

should  be  no  plumbo  solvent  action.
